Sondumpilen of Alcoholic Liquors 
Now Sald to be Practically 
Negligible 

India is falling in line with other 
countries flying the prohibition banner 
and within a few years the British de- 
pendency, with a native population of 
300,000,000, will be absolutely dry, ac- 
cording to Dr. J. Nanan Jan Nyogl, 
prominent Indian prohibition advo- 
cate, representing the Bengal Temper- 
ance Federation, who reached Victoria 
recently from Calcutta, via Hong Kong 
aboard the Empress of Canada, 

Dr. Nyogi declared that despite the 
enormous population the consump- 
tion of alcoholic liquors in India is 
practically negligible. 

“I would say that but 9 per cent. of 
the native population of. India drank 
intoxicating beverages,” he sald. “We 
hope to bring in laws giving India ab- 
solute prohibition. The question al- 
ready has been brought before the In- 
dia assembly, and was defeated by 
only eight votes,” 

Dr. Nyogi will tour ‘the United 
States to gather all possible data 
on prohibition on the. working of the 
Volstead Act, He will attend the 
temperance convention to be held in 
Toronto this month. ,

per cent, of its silver, 11% per cent. of its wheat; 11 per cent. of its barley, 

- 4 per cent. of its gold, 4 per cent. of its copper.” re

world’s population, Canada is already contributing so, largely to the world’s 
wealth, coupled with the further fact that{.as yet, and owing to lack of popu-

Relative Strength “of Shipping Ton- 
nage of Leading Nations 

The new edition of ,Lloyd’s Register 

of Shipping ‘contains some illuminat- 


ing figures on the relative strength of | 


the shipping tonnage possessed by the 
various nations. The figures are real- 
ly striking, and- indicate that, while 
Great Britain has increased her ton: 
nage only in a slight degree, the Unit- 
ed States has made ~ tremendous: 
strides. The advantages gained place 
the latter country in a position to suc: 
cessfully compete with Britain for the’ 
mastery of the world’s trade. If ton- 
nige alone counted in the develop- 
ment of a vast<commerce, the United 
States would e in a position to 
threaten the present supremacy of 
Britain on the gea. 

There are altogether’ 33,935 sea- 
going vessels in the world, and their 
total tonnage is 64,370,786. Of this 
number, 4,680, vessels are sailing ves- 
sels aggregating 3,027,834 tons and 
29,255 are steam and motor ships ot 
61,342,952 tons. Great Britain heads 
the list with 19,053, 000 tons, an: in- 
crease of only 176,000 tons since June, 
1914; the United States comés second 
with 12,506,000 ‘tons, an increase of 
10,639,000 tons since 1914, 

In 1914 Germany ranked second to 
Great Britain with 5,000,000 tons, 
while now «she , possesses only~ 1,- 
782,000 tons. Norway has descended 
from third place to seventh, and 
Japan has risen from sixth to third 
position.

Less Noise In Railway Cars 


British Experiments May Lead to 
_ >» Improvement of Trouble 
Although in theory engineers recog- 


in practice it is not always that they 
make careful efforts to reduce or to 
avoid it. For example, in railway 
trains and tramcars designérs and 
constructors in all parts of the “world 
have taken it for granted that a large 
amount of‘noise is unavoidable: The 
first systematic effort to get away 
from this rather unscientific position 


is-being made in London. On under- 
= railways noise is kpt to be ex- 
! 


— 


cessive, owing to the reflection of the 
sound frem the walls of the tunnels. 
On these ‘railways in London expeft- 
ments were recently carried out to 
discover @xactly how the noise origin- 
‘ated.’ A special instrument ‘known 
as the.audiometer was employed. This 
instrument shows by the vibration of 
a beam of light the intensity of the 
sound falling on the instrument. A 
narrow and more or less straight line 
indicates moderate sound, while a 
wide wavy record indicates a loud 
noise. The. tests made-show that 
the trucks were generally the cause 
of the trouble, and that the roofs of 
the cars greatly magnified the noise. 
Windows were also a source of vibra- 
tion and therefore of noise. By pre- 
venting the windows rattling and by 
filling the hollow roof of the carriages 
with asbestos, a remarkable reduction 
in’ ‘the noise on underground lines re- 
| sulted. Under normal conditions it 
was impossible to hear the ticking of 
la watch held close to-the ear, whereas 
Ia the improved car the watch could 
be heard when held one foot away. 
These British ‘experiments are there- 
fore likely to lead to a cgnsiderable 
amelioration of ‘one of the serious 
minor nuisances of travel.
